Remember to send the $27 initiation fee and the $3 Convention assessment for each new member 
to me within 10 days after each initiation; do not wait for the next regular statement. An information sheet 
about chapter billing is enclosed. Please do not send individual checks from your initiates, and 
note the charge for returned checks. 


This is how our Convention financing works. As treasurer, you may have advanced cash to your 
official delegate for the Convention trip next week. Your voting delegate will send a report of travel 
expenses to me promptly after the Convention, and I'll credit your chapter account that amount. Please 
follow up to see that the report is mailed. I may have already sent funds to you in advance for the travel 
expenses of your official delegate if your chapter has limited funds. Alternate non-voting delegates attend the 
Convention at their own or chapter's expense. 


Copies of this letter and statement are being sent to your president and chief advisor for their 
information. As directed by the 1982 Convention, copies of monthly statements will also be sent to your 
president and/or chief advisor.
